7. —Theodore Durrant was executed 
at 10 
in the state 
penitentiary. 
He ascended the scaffold calmly, 
following Fit. er Lagan, 
who 
ad- 
ministered to his spiritual wants, he 
having been baptized in-the Catholic 
faith earlier in the day. 


Ha made a brief speech in quiet 
tones, asserting his innocence 
and 
forgiving those who had prosecuted 
him, mentioning especially the press 
of San Fraiicisno, 
His last 
words 
were : 


"I am innocent. 
His death appeared to be painle-s. 
At 10 
the gates of the prison 
luid closed on the last man who 
could witness the hanging. 
The 
crowd had gathered in the cold, bare 
room adjoining the place of execu- 
tion, 
but not until nearly 
10:30 
sharj) did the iron doors that separ- 
ated the scaffold from tlîc 
larger 
apartment swing to admit the visi- 
tors. 
, 


TITE LAS'!' IMTES. 


The ceremony was 
very 
simple. 
The audience had no sooner entered 
the room than a silence fell upon 
the 
gathering. 
The door of t h e 
condemned cell clanked and in a 
fraction of a minute thercafrer War- 
den 
Hale 
entered, 
being closely 
followed by 
Father 
l.^agan 
and 
the 
prisoner, 
led 
between 
two 
guards. 
The 
priest 
stepped 
aside 
and 
Dnrraiit, 
in 
a 
voice emotionless and 
apparently 
unaffected, made a short .s])eech. 
There was no sincerity in the man's 
words. 
The}»- were cold and passion- 
le.ss. 
There was no scene at 
the 
gallo'ivs. 
Mi's. .Uurrant did not wit- 
îiess tlie execution. 
Slie remained 
in a room in the lower part of 
the 
pvison 
and showed 
unmistakable 
signs oi grief, lempered 
with 
a 
dogged desire to create the 
im- 
pression that she was too proud to 
weep.

Durrant died protesting to the 
last liis innocence of the nmrder of 
Blanche Lamont and iSIinnie Will- 
iams. 
He maintained to the very 


tra,ce of nervousness, proceeded to 
dress in the clothing provided for 
his last appearance. 
This consisted 
of a neat fitting suit of black, but to 
is avoid the necessity of 
i-emoving 
them, Warden Hale had not sup- 
plied the prisoner with either collar 
or necktie. 
The omission of these 
articles was at once noted by Dur- 
rant, and at his request these arti- 
cles were sent up to the condemned 
cell by Edgar. 


It was characteristic of the pris- 
oner, who has always been scrupu- 
lously neat and dapper in his attire, 
that he should object to the white 
socks provided by the jail authori- 
ties and demand the black ones, 
which were also given him. 
Dur- 
ing the act of dressing Durrant was 
much less nervous than his guards, 
whom he surprised when his break- 
fast was brought 
iu, 
by 
eating 
heartily with evident relish of steak, 
toast and fruit. 


After discussing his last meal, 
Durraut 
read a chapter from his 
Bible, and then received a visit froin 
Captain Edgar, 
to whom he 
ex- 
pressed a desire to deliver a short 
address from the scaffold. 


Shortly afterward Mrs. 
Durrant 
called at the i^rison and was admit- 
ted to the death chamber for a last 
interview with her son. Their meet- 
ing was an affecting one, although 
both strove to maintain their com- 
posure. 


Rev. Edward Davis, who had pub- 
licly announced his attention to ac- 
company Duriiint upon tlie scaffold,' 
was not admitted to the i3rison this 
jnorning by Warden Hale, and 
as 
the prisoner 
refused to see either 
Chaplain Dralims or Rev. William 
Rader, 
the Protestant 
clergynian, 
who visited him recently, it was de- 
cided both by tlie prisoner and his 
mother that 
Rev. 
Father 
Lagan 
should be sent for. 
This was done 
and the priest at 
once 
responded 
and made the necessary arrange- 
mgnts for tlie 
induction 
of Dur- 
rant into the Catholic faith. 


At 9 
Warden Hale visited the 
death 
chamber 
for the ])urposo of 
reading the death warrant 
to 
the 
condemned 
man, 
v.'lio listened to 
the well-known 
contents 
of 
that 
document with respectful attention 
and with no outwtird sign of fear. 


When it was linally decided that 
Durrant should accept the Catholic 
faith his i)arents met F;ither l^agan 
in the warden's 
ofrice and accom- 


Minnie Williams was found in the 
library of Emanuel Baptist church. 
It was terribly disfiguied, and gave 
evidences of the • girl having given 
her slayer a fearful battle before 
she yielded up her life. 


The machinery of the law was put 
in motion. 
Detectives, with hardly 
any clew to work upon, set out up- 
on their task. 
In some way 
the 
finding of Miss Williams' body was 
linked with the disappearance of 
Blanche Lamont. 
A diligent search 
was instituted. 
Every nook 
and 
corner of the church was learched, 
and on the following day the police 
discovered Miss Lament's body in 
the dusty belfry of the church. The 
method and manner of her death 
was identical with that of Miss Wil- 
liams. 
San Francisco was horrified. 
The police were astounded at the 
enormity of the crime, but kept to 
their work assiduously.

They learned that Theodore Dur- 
rant was friendly with the two girls, 
and that Blanche Lamont was last 
seen alive in his company. 
He was 
promptly arrested. 
From the very 
first he as.sumed a cool 
demeanor. 
Hardly less 
surprising 
than 
the 
mxtrders themselves was the arrest 
of Durrant. 
As librarian of 
the 
chui-ch and an officer of the Sunday 
school, he had always displayed a 
zeal in the cause of Christianity that 
had won for him encomiums and a 
reputation 
that 
sot at scorn 
the 
commi-ssion of anj'- crime or misde- 
meanor. 


The trial speedily followed. 
Tlie 
young man was given the benefit of 
the best legal talent on the 
coast. 
The fight for life was long and bit- 
ter. 
At ojie time the name 
of a 
prominent clergyman was connected 
v.-ith the murders, but this was soon- 
dropped as idle talk. 


Durrant's nerve never 
left 
him, 
even when the jury, after weeks of 
patience in listening to the mass of 
evidence 
and 
long 
arguments, 
brouglit 
in a verdict of guilty of 
murder. 
At the fateful moment he 
rose to jnalie a speecli to the 
court 
and was only re.strained by counsel, 
wlio feared he would say something 
to his own detri]rxent.

watch in a n y w a y . 
At 6:1.3 a. 
m. 
he a woke and 
bidding 
the guards 
good morning, dresged himself in a 
neat suit of black provided for the ex- 
ecution. 
No collar and necktie were 
not provided as they would 
have 
to bo removed when the noose 
was 
placed around his neck.

noticed 
the omission, and at

request Captain Edgar

the socks sent him were a little light

Father 
Lagan drove up from San Rafeal in 
his own buggy, bespattered and un- 
a.ssuuiing,«and he was met by Wiir- 
deu Hale and at once admitted with- 
in the gates. 
The supposition that 
Durrant w.as about 
to change 
liis 
faith became a certainty. 
He 
pro- 
fessed the Catholic religion and will 
die within the church. 


So many persons pressed for ad- 
mission that tho wardiiii found it 
necessary to publicly announce that 
under no circumstances would 
any 
one without i)ropcr card be admit- 
ted.

Then began a fight for life that is 
doubtless without a parallel 
in the 
annals of criminal jurisprudence in 
the Tnited 
States. 
Every resort 
known to tlie law was 
attempted, 
one after tho other, only to 
re.sult 
inially in fixing the doom of death 
more hopelessly upon the head 
of 
the young 
medical student. 
Time 
after time the verdict 
of the 
trial 
court was affirmed and the day of 
execution fixed, but the 
desperate 
battle 
of 
technicalities 
went 
on.

Budd 
to 
grant 
clemency, 
but 
ho 
firmly 
refused 
and 
the 
counsel 
for 
Durrant were forced to fall back on 
some move of the courts.

went ])efore tho liighest 
judicial 
tribunal in the land. 
On Novcmbei- 
8, 1897. Chief Justice Fuller affirmed 
the decision of tho district court de- 
nying tho writ of habeas corpus.

The killing of these two girls was 
one of the most heinous in the re- 
cord of criminology.

The health board believes that 300 
cases of measles exist in Fort Wayne 
and immediate vicinity at the pires- 
ent time. A prominent physician 
stated today that if the statistics 
were at hand these figures would 
not cover it. The members of the 
medical profession all agree that the 
measles is a contagious disorder 
from which there is nothing to be 
feared in itself, but it is the result 
of exposure while the victim is (jn 
the road to recovery that sometimes 
causes a fatal relapse. 


The health boards of the county 
recognize it as a diseaiio serious 
enough to be looked after carefully 
and they are enforcing precaution- 
ary'^ measures at the schools and 
elsewhere. 
The public schools have 
been thoroughly fumigated and will 
b3 again in the near future. 
Many 
pupils are ordered to stay at home 
owing to the presence of measles in 
the family. 
The state of Ohio has a 
law which requires a quarantine for 
measles, the same as for diphtheria, 
scarlet fever, and other irontagious 
diseases, but Indiana has no law of 
the kind and the local health boards 
have not made one.

*7.—Theodore Dnirftnt was executed 
at 101:!? in tho state penitentiary. 
He ascended the scaffold calmly, 
following Father Logan, who ad- 
ministered to his spiritual wants, he 
having been baptized in the Catholic 
faith earlier in the day. 


Ha made a brief' speech in quiet 


tones, asserting his innocence and 
forgiving those who had prosecuted 
him, 
mentioning especially the press 


of San Francisco. His last words 
were: 


"I am innocent." 
His death appeared to be painless. 
At It) :S5 the gates of the prison 


had cloned on the last man who 
could witness the hanging. The 
crowd had gathered in the cold, bare 
room adjoining the place.of execu- 
tion, but not until nearly 10:30 
sharp did the iron doors that separ- 
ated the- scaffold from the larger 
apartment swing to admit the visi- 
tors. 


THE LAST RITKS. 


The ceremony was very simple. 


The audience had no sooner entered 
the room than a silence fell upon 
1ihe gathering. 
The door of the 


condemned cell clanked and in a 
fraction of a minute thereafter War- 
den Hale entered, being closely 
followed by Father Lagan and 
the prisoner, led between two 
guards.

Their meet 
ing was an affecting one, although 
both strove to maintain their com- 
posure. 


Rev. Edward Davis, who had pub- 


licly announced his attention to ac- 
company Durrant upon the scaffold, 
was not admitted to the prison this 
morning by Warden Hale, and as 
the prisoner refused to see either 
Chaplain Brahms or Rev. Willium 
Rader, the Protestant clergyman, 
who visited him recently, it was de- 
cided both by the prisoner and his 
mother that Rev. Father Lagan 
should be seat for. This was done 
and the priest at once responded 
and made the necessary arrange- 
ments for the induction of Dnr- 
rant into the Catholic faith. 


At 9 ;:fO Warden Hale visited the 


death chamber 1'or the purpose of 
reading the death warrant to the 
condemned man, who listened to 
the well-known contents of that 
document with respectful attention 
and with no outward sign of fear. 


When it was finally decided that 


Durrant should accept the Catholic 
faith his parents met Father Lagan 
in the warden's office and accom- 
panied him to the death chamber, 
where the prisoner was given ex- 
treme unction, and the Catholic ser- 
vice performed. Durrani; evidenced 
the most lively interest in the ser- 
vice. 
Ho then conversed with his 


parents for a few minutes, and 
shortly after 10 o'clock bade them 
farewell for the last time and pre- 
pared for his march to the sr^ffold.

7.— The morning of Theodore Bur- 
taut 's hist day broke with a cloud- 
lean sky. The prisoner retired at 
midnight and by 1 o'clock was 
sound asleep. He meted quietly air 
night, not disturbing the death- 
watch in any way. At 6 :15 a. m. 
he awoke and bidding the guards 
good morning, dressed himself in a 
neat snit of black provided tor the ex 
ecntion. No collar and necktie were 
not provided as they would have 
to be removed when the noose was 
placed around his ceck. Dnrrant 
noticed the omission, and at bis 
request Captain Edgar ordered the 
missing articles of attire sent up to 
him. 
Durrant also remarked that 


the socks sent hitn were a little light 
in color, and the obliging captain 
prooarred a pair of darker shade, 
"Yon never saw a cooler man, " said 
Captain Kdgar. "He is calmer than 
you or I, not the least bit nervous.

He pro- 
fessed the Catholic religion and will 
die within the church.

Hardly less surprising than the 
murders themselves was tho arrest 
of Dnrrnnt. As librarian of the 
church and an officer of the Sunday 
school, he had always displayed a 
zeal in the cause of Christianity that 
had won for him encomiums and a 
reputation that set at scorn the 
•ommission of any crime or misde- 
meanor. 


The trial speedily followed, The 


young man was given the benefit of 
the test legal talt-nt on the coast. 
The fight for life was long and bit- 
ter. At one time the name of a 
prominent clergyman was connected 
with the murders, bnt this was soon 
dropped as idle talk. 


Durrani's nerve never left him, 


even when the jury, after weeks of 
patience in listening to the mass of 
evidence 
and 
long arguments, 


brought in a verdict of guilty of 
murder. At the fateful moment, he 
rose to make a speech to the court 
and was only restrained by counsel, 
who feared he would say something 
to his own detriment.

Then began a fight for life that is 


doubtless without a parallel in the 
annals of criminal jurisprudence in 
the United States.

In announcing the decision, the 
chief justice said simply; 


"In the matter of the application 


of a writ of habeas corpus in the 
«ise of Theodore Durrant, the peti- 
tion to tile an application for a writ 
is denied upon tho unanimous opin- 
ion of the court." 


The justices were in consultation
